The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Twitchell 
discloses a method for obtaining and maintaining synchronization to a digital signal 
containing a frame in a digital broadcast receiver. Kostreski et al discloses a method for 
receiving simulcast digital video program from a plurality of transmitters.
